The Irish EKavoys. 


CuHicaGo, III., Dec. 2.—It is not unlikely 
that the attitude assumed yesterday by Par- 
Hell will lead to the abandonment of the tour 
of O’Brien, Dillon and their colleagues in bo- 


half of the plan of campaign. Until long 
after midnight, when it was supposed that 
they bad retired to their reapettive apart- 
ments, the envoys were closeted in parior 15, 
and engaged in an animated discussion re- 
ing their future movements. According 
to the programme originally adopted Dillon 
and Harrington should appear at Dayton 
to-morrow night, O'Brien and Sullivan at 
Indianapolis on Thursday and T. P. O'Connor 
at Duluth on the same night, while Dillon, 
rien, Sullivan and Harrington were to 
meet at St. Louls on Sunday. Alter that the 
. to separate, Dillon going to Kan- 
ty in the West, O’Brien East and the 
Others southeast. This programme, however, 
is likely to be abandoned, although definite 
decision will be postponed unt! this after- 
noon lu the hope that coming developments 
may change the situation. Harrington is 
eaid to have declared that he would nos 
mpany the envoys any farther, although 
e has not decided whetner to return 
toLondon at once or remain for a while in this 
eountry. All will depend upon the instruc. 
tions which he receives after the London con- 
ference has concluded ite labors. If Parnell 
inetructse him to go ahead, he will make a 
tour of the country on his own account, as 
Parnell’s representative. Dillon admits that 
the present crisis and especiaily the manifesto 
of himeecif and colleagues, has seriously com- 
plicated the situation and holds himself in 
readiness to roturn home at once if MoCarthy 
considers his presence and that of 
bis associates necessary. Meanwhile 
the question as to disposition of the funds 
secured on the present tour will not down. 
The delegates announced at the outset that 
they were representatives of Parnell and like- 
wise gave it out thatthe moneys contributed 
would be forwarded to the treasurers at 
Dublin, appointed by Parnell. Thecollection 
books issued by the promoters ofthe local 
demonstration have the statement on the 
covers that the money raised would be Landed 
to the Irish delegates to be forwarded to Mr. 
Parnell. The members of the local 
executive committee, however, are now 
divided onthe question whether this pledge 
should be carried out. Some contend that if 
Parnell is deposed he can no longer be re- 
garded as a proper recipient of the funds, and 
that they should be intrusted to O’Brien and 
his colleagues and used at their discretion. 
This view, however,is strongly antagonized by 
an influential element in harmony with Har- 
rington, and a serious hitch inthe distribu- 
tion of the $20,000 or moreso far subscribed 
here seems inevitabie. Should Parnell be de- 
posed the same trouble would be likely to 
Occur at every place the envoys might visit. 


Parneli’s Speech. 


LONDON, Dec. 2.—Aftera long and stormy 
debate at the meeting of the Irish members 
of the House of Commons yesterday afternoon 
Mr. Parnell addressed the meeting. He said 


in effect: *‘The time has come when I must 
speak out against the opposition withia our 
party which has been created bv Mr. Giad- 
Stones letter. Ibose responsible for the 
division in the party appear to forget what is 
due to themselves, to their country and to 
me. Themen whose ability has been the 
most conspicvousiy exercised agalust me— 
Mesers. Healy and Sexton—will bave to bear 
their responsibility in all these procecdines. 
Mr. Healy has been trained in this warfare. 
Who trained him? Who saw bis genius? Who 
telegraphed to bim in America to come back? 
Who gave him his first chance to enter public 
life and got him a sent in Far- 
liament, prompting, rebuking and 
restraining ulm? That Mr. Healy is 
here to-day to destroy me isdue to myself. 
But lam glad he is here, even to destroy me, 
if he understands the meanlug and effect of 
his proceedings. Mr. Healy reminds me of 
his services. He has not been slow to remind 
moe ot them at anytime. I understand he at- 
tended the recent meeting in Dublin calling 
oni me not to rctiie. Cheers, W bo asked 
Did 1? —— 1 Who asked 
Mr. MeCarthy to travel to Dubiin aud say he 
would be able to give information which 
would throw a differentcomplexion on hidden 
@vente? Didi? [cheers, Where was Sexton 
atthie same meeting’?

Parnell Dying Hard. 


Lonpon, Deo. 2.—Parnell is dying hard and 
is rallying ail his friends that he still has in- 
fluence over to his support. Nine out of ten 
of the meetings recently held in Ireland have 


deen in his favor and last night the National- 
ist members of the powerful Dublin corpora- 
tion declared fur Parnell. The opponents of 
Parnell are showing very little activity, per- 
mitting things to take their own course, 
although the two leading prelates. of Ireland, 
Archbishops Croke and Walsh, have at 
last pronounced against Parnell. The 
absence of Dillon and O'Brien is felt 
very much here, and next to them tho 
antl-Paruellitas are looking to Michael Davitt 
for advice and it le possibie that he will soon 
Ko to Ireland. Allof the Nationalist news- 
papers except the Freeman's Journal are grad - 
ually changing around, but the latter still 
warmly supports Parneli. 

The one thing needed for the moment is 
the presence in Ireland of Parliament men 
like Sexton and Timothy Healy, who have 
taken a boldly patriotic stand. ut they can 
not well leave London uatil a decision 
shall have been taken in regard to the 
leadership and this fact will explain Par- 
nell’s obstructive tactics at to-day’s meet- 
ing. A very streng impression revails 
among Parnell’s adherents that Timothy 
Herrington will sail for Ireland immediately 
tolead the extremist movement in Ireland. 
The absence of bis signature from the Ameri- 
can delegates’ manifesto is taken to mean 
that he has thrown in his lot with Parnell,who 
thus obtains contro! of the valuable machinery 
of the Natlonal League. 

With the help of the League officers Parnell! 
is so confident of success that he is * to 
take the chances of a general election in Ire - 
land ifallthe members of the Parliamentary 
party will agree to resign their seats simulta- 
neously. If Mr. Harrington’s position has 
been misunderstood it wonld be well for him 


forthwith to cable an authoritative deciara-. 


tion to that effect. 


Harringten Sticks te Parnell. 


CHriIcaGco, III., Dec, 2.— Ia an interview as to 
whether he saw any reason for changing the 
opinion already expressed by him on the Par- 
nell leadership, Mr. Harrinaton, one of the 


Irish envoys, said: 

lam sorry to observe that some of the 
best known among the Irish bishops have ex- 
pressed themselves against Mr. Parnell being 
continued in the leadership, and 1 am still 
more sorry when I remember the ground 
upon which they have based their opinion. 
If we were selecting a leader for the 
Irish |peopie 1 think it might naturally enter 
into our consideration to give que weight to 
the charge made against Mr. Parneii. But 
that is not the position. To my mind, the 
majority of Irish priests will not follow the 
lead of the two Irish Archbishops in thie mat- 
ter. Mr. Parnell is a Protestant. They have 
no spiritual charge over him and they will 
see the absurd inconsistency of setting biin 
aside and calling upon their people to follow 
the leadership of English politicians, scores 
ef whom the Irish priests and the Irish 
people know—even in respect of the 
charge alleged against Mr. Parnell—to stand 
upon imMinitely woree ground. Ido not by 
any means despair of peace being yet estab- 
lished in our party. If leading men on both 
sides can be induced to refrain from the use 
ot any bitter language in the course of this 
controversy, lam strong in the bope that a 
short time will bring about a better judgment 
and more harmonious action,’’ 

He said that Mr. Davitt would not have 
much influence ina controversy of this kind, 
asthe people of Ireland delleved him to be 
unfriendly to Mr. Parneli’s teadersbip, even 
in the best of times. 


O’B8hean’s Shame. 


NEw YORK, Dec. 2.—The Commercial Adver- 
fiser prints a long letter from its London cor- 
respondent, in which itis stated that the in- 
timacy between Parnell and Mrs. O'Shea has 


been known for years, not only to Parnell’s 
colleagues, but to Capt. O’Sbea himself, aud 
that the Captain connived at it. The corre- 
spondent says: That a man should be living 
apart from his wife for years, as O’Shea ad- 
mitted be did, is not, of course, a mere ac- 
cident; that he should have known nothing 
of aconnection which was a matter of com- 
mon talk in clube and the Parliamentary lobby 
is ridiculous. He knew all about it, but being 
under obligations to Parnell, who, againet 
the wisbes of bis followers, forced O’Shea on 
an Irish constituency, he kept silent. It was 
not antii the quarrel in 1888, when VO’ Donnell 
tried to wreck the Irish leader, that O’Shea 
joined forces with that clever but unscrupu- 
ious wire-puller. Moreover, it is certain that 
Capt. O' Shea had been guilty of infidelity to- 
ward his wife. “This it was supposed by 
everybody who knew anything of the facts 
was coing to be brought out in evidence. I 
bappen to know that for months Detective 
Mikiejobn hed been employed by Mr. George 
Lewis, on bebalf of Mrs. O'Shea, to track the 
Captain in his devious course, and thata 
whole mass of damning evidence against him 
bad been accumulating. Now comes the 
question: 

‘*‘Why was this evidence never submitted 
tothe Court? And why was O’Shea not sub- 
jeeted to a searching cross-examination at the 
hands of Sir Charles Knssell, who was willing 
tO act? It wae due to the singular paradox 
that Mrs. O’Shea really feels a strong affec- 
tion for Mr. ParnelF and hatred for O’Sbea, 
and that ebe feared if all the facts came out 
she might not get her divorce. To secure 
that was her object; she cared nothing for the 
reputation of Parnell, the politician, but was 
madly desiroas of a unlon with Parnell, the 
man, and she would do nothing that would 
defeat that end. Such are the essential facts 
of this cause celebre.*’ 


New Yerk Irishmen Talk. 


New YorK,! Dec. 2.—A reporter of the 
Tribune obtained yesterday the opinions ofa 
large number of representative Irishmen, 
whose purse and moral influence have for 


yoars been the chief factor in aiding the home 
rule battle on this side of the Atiantic, and 
they were unanimous in praising the docu- 
ment which was sent out from Chicago by the 
visiting Irish members on Sunday evening. 
While they did not Know the result of the 
conference of the Irish members which was 
going on in London, at the same time they 
expressed the opinion that the Chicago mani- 
festo would be a powerful agency ia settling 
for good the question io dispute. Joseph J. 
O' Donohue, who was fortwo years President 
of the Friendly Sons of St. Patrick, said: 

„Jam gelag out of business pretty much 
flow but lam not ont of tae Irish business, al- 
though it has occasioned me as great a loss of 
time and money, perbeps, as any other sym- 
pathizer with the cause of home rule, and the 
reason 1 am not out ot Irish matters le that I 
feel it incumbent upon every man of Irish 
extraction stand by thet great cause which 
now more than ever needs all the support that 
is obtainable, a cause which, through evil 
report and geod repert, bas been kept alive 
through two centuries of persecution and 
misrepresentation, and which, with Ged’'s 
help, will win in theend. Iam an American 
citizen and I aw proud of it, and itis on that 
account, aside from my Irish bieod, that I 
would like to see the historie land of my 
fathers secure at least some measure of that 
liberty which has made America a greater and 
freer country than any other.’’

GENERAL MISTRUST OF THE CONDITION OF 


The Shortage in Money Continues, With No 
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THE STOCK MARKET. 


Immediate Frospeet of Relief — The 
Westinghouse Air Brake Co. Reported 
to Be in Trouble—Weakuess of the Coal 
Lines. 


NEW YORK, Dec. 2. 
HE decline that took 

place in the stock 

market yesterday 
was a matter of sur- 
prise to many, but 
ail fjacknowledged 
that the close was 
lees disastrous than 
seemed probable at 
noon. A most un- 
anticipated tight- 
ness made iteelf felt 
in the morning mar- 
ket, and although 
there was an ad-

est rates could easily have been advanced to 
25 or 30 had those who controlled the finances 
been so inclined. 

THE-RATE OF INTEREST. 

Thesame state of affairs prevails to-day, 
and will in all probability continue in force 
for some time to oome. The fact that nearly 
every day brings news of failures from differ- 
ent parts of the country has a depressing et- 
feet on the market, and not much furtuer as- 
sistance is expected from buyers for invest- 
ments, as those who had money to spare for 
this purpose bave already made 
their purchases. There are large 
amounts of stock in the bands of brokers who 
are in difficulties, and who will be obliged to 
sell for liquidation within a short time, and 
where the money to sustain the market is to 
come from isa problem which is seriously 
troubling fiDanciers. The secrecy observed 
as to the amount of Clearing- house certifi- 
cates in the hands of hanks is regarded as an 
indication of a greater shortage of meney 
than was generally supposed. 

WEAKNESS IN THK COAL LINES. 

The conspicacus weakness in the stock mar- 
ket yesterday was the coal specialties. Dela- 
ware, Lackawanrznea & Western fell more than 
five points and P. & R. lost over two points. 
Concurrent with the declines were rumors of 
trouble among the anthracite coal producing 
companies, it being said that last Friday’s 
meeting of the sales agents yerged upon an 
open rupture. These reports were denied by 
coalmen who knew what occurred ag the 
meeting. One prominent officer said: ‘‘It I 
had been asked about the condition of the 
trade this morning Il would have replied that 
it was in much better shape than a year ago.’’ 

The bear rumors appear torisefrom the 
fact that the prices for December were not 


advanced. An increase was conceded as im 
possible, owing to the result of the past heavy 
mining of coal. The compaaies refuse to 
publish the figures of the output of each cor- 
poration as compared with its allotted or 
understood“ — and hence there 
has been furnished an opportunity for vague 
charges thatsome ofthe companies were ex- 
ceeding their percentages. The Reading is 
frequently mentioned as the most 
interest, but its offleers are 

have talked in entire barmony with the 
views of those New York companies which 
believe in restricting production to the actual 
demand. What handicaps the trade is 
ascribed to over-production in the past. The 
testimony of many coaimen is that there is 
no disagreement now among the companies, 
and it was understood at the recent meeting 
of the coal agents that the same policy would 
be pursued through DecemDer as was followed 
through November as regards prices and out- 
put. 
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VARYING PRICER. 

The stock market opened with great activity 
in Lackawanna, St. Paul, Union Pacific and 
Atchison this morning, Dat with the rest of 
the list quiet. First prices, as compared with 
the final figures of last evening, were irreg- 
ular, but higher in the majority of the 
list, the changes extending to M either way. 
There was an inclination to follow the move- 
ment of yesterday shown in the early trading 
and prices generally showed concessions of 
small fractions from the opening figures, but 
a strong tone was soon: developed aud mate- 
rial advances scored in some instances. 
Lackawanna, after a loss of 1 per cent, rose

each lost * and rose 1. The 
general liet in every case rose small fractions 
above the opening figure. The market be- 
came quite dull late in the hour, and the best 
prices were not fully maintained, Out at 11 
o’clock the market while dull was steady at 
smaller fractions than the opening prices.

A RARE MUSICAL TREAT. 
The music-lovers in St. Louis were givena 
rare treat last evening in the Chopin recital of 
Vladimir de Pachwan. Fer years his fame 
bas been great abroad, especially in Vienna 
and in London, where, since Chopin himself 
was heard, there bus been nothing approach 
ing his imterpretation. Born in Kussia of 
Hungarian descent, his spirit was closely 
akin to that of his favorite master, and to his 
sympathy is due in part the wonderful feeling 
and faithfulness of his rendition. His play- 
img ie remarkabie for its clearness, perfect 
ease and grace, arare delicacy of touch and 
atthe same time a brillant and powerlu! 
technique. The first number last night was 
Chopin’s great sonatu, op. 35, given with 
most perfect and artistic ‘shading, espeolally 
in bis rendering of the scherzo, which for 
delicacy and brilliancy bas never been sur 
passed. Asan encore to the second number, 
a ballad, op. 28, Chopin's march, ‘‘Funibre,’ 
was given ase it ‘has never been ‘before in at. 
Louls. The heart-break, the passionate 
wrief—the tender, sighing appegiatura—the 
eweetest passage in all music, 4 breath 
from Heaven, as George band called it, and 
Woll she might, for it Was written asa dirge 
for her. It was while Chopin and she were 
passing their winter on the Meaiterranean 
that be demanded of ber that she renounce at 
onoe and forever Alfred de Musset or himself. 
For answer she called ber son Maurice und 
ber boatman to make ready for asail. The 
day was fine and the wind all that they could 
desire. What better answer could there be to 
his jealous rage than an afternoon’s excur- 
sien. On ber return all would be forgotten. 
But night fell; a sudden equall came up; the 
sky grew biack. Mudam’s boat inevitably 
was swamped, so ber trightened servants 
said. All night Chopin watched on the shore, 
wettotheskin, in the pouring rain, and at 
last morning dawned clear, rosy, beautiful, ne 
it dawns in that latitude, then the passionate 
heart of the man found rest—or it would have 
broken. Seating himself belore the organ, 
he gave expressions to his grief in the worid- 
famous funeral march. His hopelessness, his 
utter despair, are expressed in the sad minor 
chords; then come the lovely sunrise and 
hope, angelic joy—again all is overcast and 
the deep, tragic minor closesail. For years 
it was considered so dificult that few orches- 
tras would venture to perform it. ‘This 
maroh M. de Pachwan gave last night with 
feeling such as only Chopin himself could 
have given. It is one of the things that one 
listens to with alump in one’s throat. Later 
Came the two famous nocturnes, Op. 40 and 
Op. 37, which were thoroughiy appreciated 
and heartily encored. Next the Fantasie 
. ** soherzo, Op. 81, and then 
the etudes — gems in conception 
and im treatment. Pachman has been 
called the Meissonier of the plano. 
Certainly his conception of thie beautiful 
Polish music is poetic, delicate, full of senti- 
ment. Througheut the evening the pianist 
was evidently in touch with his audience, and 
in the best and most courteous humor. When 
the foal number had been given and con- 
‘tinuea applause called him out again he 
piayed the famous verceuse, with infinite 
tenderness, especially in the pianissimo.

From among them all she chose 
as her choice Count Paul Turenne, the 
Secretary of the French Legation. Turenne 
was ordered to another station and left Wash- 
ington.

The acquaint- 
ance was kept up and when twelve months 
had passed Washington society was surprised 
to learn that she had broken, by cable, her 
engagement to the French Count, to 
elope with the bandsome Southerner. The 
marriage was nota happy one and Mrs. Vin- 
cent applied to the divorce court. The court 
gave Mre. Vincent her divorce and the care of 
her three children. She then left Washington 
end took up her abode in Baltimore, but her 
former husband and Kirk followed her to the 
city, and she abandoned ber home there and 
in time went to New York where she has since 
resided. It was while she was living in Balti- 
more that Kirk obtained from Mrs. Vincent 
the paper in hien she agreed to pay bim 
$12,000 for his services. A friend of the Steele 
family, in speaking of this incideat, said last 
night: 

„Mrs. Vincent was alone in der house in 
Baltimore, and her husband ard Kirk came 
there and frightened ber into 9 the 
paper. dhe did mot know what she was doing 
atthe time, she was crazy with fear. Miss 
Steele was Vincent’s second wife, his first 
wife, from whom be was divorced, was Agnes 
Bell of New Orleans. Mre. Rose Vincent passed 
her girlhood at her father’s home in George- 
town, D. C. Her fatber made his money 
originally as an Indian sutier away back in 
the fifties. As fastas be gota few thousand 
dollars ahead he bought land in and about 
Minneapolis. This land he held and he became 
very rich. He was an intimate friend of Gov. 
McCook and all the Western Congressmen 
who came to Washington, and he 
was in the habit of entertaining 
them at his home in Georgetown. 
The runaway warriage of bis favorite daugh- 
ter almost broke old Mr. Steele’s beart. He 
never saw heragain. A few months after the 
marriage he fell from his carriage, .white 
driving in Minheapolis, and died immediate- 
ly, isis supposed that he was stricken with 
heart disease. He died without a will and 
each of bis seven children recelved from the 
estate $300,000, mostly invested in Western 
lands. The sisters married well-known men. 
One of them isthe wife of Commodore Wiltz 
ofthe navy, and another married Lieut. Me- 
Cauley of the Marine Corps. It le more than 
likely that Mre. Vicent will soon sail for 
Europe and take up her residence in Paris.’

Taking the property of the rich to dis- 
tribute it among the poor and to thus 
equalize conditions is called Communism 
and is denounced asrobbery.

They demand the taxing power 
shall, under pre © of promoting the 
general welfare, take from the earnings 
of the many toenrich the few, and thus 
increase the inequality of conditions.

| been denounced by the Supreme Court 


not only as unconstitutional, but as down- 
right robbery. The people in the recent 
election have condemned it by an over- 
whelming majority, and elected a House 
in which more than two-thirds of the 
members will be under pledge to oppose 
and repeal all such legislation. 

But to thwart the will of the people 
nullify the decision of the ballot-box and 
prevent any such repeal, President Har- 
RISON asks the present House to unite 
with the Senate in merging the taxing 
power, so far as imposts are concerned, 
with the treaty-making power, which is 
vested exclusively in the President and 
Senate. His theory is that such a sur- 
render of its powers by the present House 
cannot be revoked by the next House 
without the consent of the Senate, and 
that thenceforth, while the Senate chooses 
to retain the concession, the Senate and 
President can regulate duties by treaty, 
raising or lowering them and increasing 
or reducing revenues from that source by 
announcing the alterations by proclama- 
tion without asking the consent of the 
people’s representatives in the House. 

This proposition to nullify the vested 
rights and destroy the functions of the 
House is far more revolutionary than any 
possible change of the House rules could 
be. The President’s labored and specious 
argument in this behalf is an insidious at- 
tack upon the very keystone of our system 
of checks and balances. If the vested 
right of the House to originate all bills for 
raising revenue and to put its veto on 
every tax law can thus be taken away 
from the only branch of the Government 
elected directly by and immediately re- 
sponsible to the voters, and be vested in a 
Senate not elected by the people and hold- 
ing power six years, the transformation 
of our Government into a socialistic 
plutocracy will be complete.

The Troops Expected to Advance 
to the Bad Lands at Once. 


Indian Scouts Report More Depre- 
dations and the Excitement 
Runs High. 


An Interesting Report From Special Ceasus 
Ageut Les at Piee Ridge Agency—The 
iediaas All Well Fed— Ola Backs 
Blamed fer the Existing Treuble— 
Apxieus te Regain Their Old-Time 
Power—The War Department Active— 
Newly Enlisted Men in the East Bound 
for the Frentier—Pug White’s Camp. 


OMAHA, Neb., Dec. 2.—Advices from Pine 
Ridge Agency report that the campaign 
against the Indians will probably open in 
earnest to-day. The troops expect to ad- 
Vance to the Bad Lands at once, and 
every provision is being made for a 
long and arduous campaign. The Govern. 
ment has advertised for forage and transpor- 
tation, Indian scouts report more depreda- 
tions and the excitement runs very high. The 
army Officers at Pine Ridge predict the expe- 
Aion will de as tough and important as any 
in Indian history. 


The Situation Critical. 


OnIcAGO, III., Dec. 2.—An Important téle- 
gram was received this morning at the army 
headquarters from Gen. Brooke, who is in 
command at the Pine Ridge Agency. It 
was quite lengthiy, and was imme- 
ately repeated to Geb. Miles, who 
left Washington this morains tor 
Chicago. Gen. Williams declined to give 
oust more thas an abstract of the telegram, 
which was to the effect that ‘‘A number of 
Rosebud Indians, with some from Pine Ridge 
Agemey and some from the Lower Brule and 
Standing Rook Agencies, are gathered tothe 
number of 600 on White River, above the 
mouth of Wounded Knee, and these Indians 
are very defiant.’’ 

That the situation is the Northwest is crit- 
icai is evident from the fact that the employes 
about the army headquarters have been in- 
structed not to absent themselves from their 
desks without special leave.

The War Deparment Active. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Dec. 2.—Gen. Miles 
was in consultation with War Dopartment 
officials this morning in regard to the latest 
change in the Indian. situation. The 


action of the Gioux in going to the Bad 
Lands ie regarded with dissatisfaction and 
concern and the outcome will be watched 
with interest. The dispatches received this 
morning indicate that the situation 
otherwise ie practically unchanged from 
yesterday and nothing positive appears to be 
known as to the intention of the Indians 
on the bad lands, Four companies of cavalry 
have been o tered from Fort Leavenworth 
to the seat o threatened trouble and are now 
on their way. They are selected from the 
First, Second, Fifth and Ninth Regiments. 
Orders bave also been sent to 
the First infantry stationed on the Pacific 
ef the Fifth Regiment in Texes and 
Re th at Denver, to hold themselves in 
readiness to start for the Indian country at a 
moment’s notice. 


Agent Lea’s Report, 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Dec. 2.—Aocting Indian 
Commissioner Beit to-day réceived the fol- 
lowing letter from Special Census Agent Lea 
at the Pine Ridge Agency: 

„As there are many stories afloat, and being 
transmitted to the Interior Department from 
this agency. in regard tothe present troubies, 
assigning as a cause the suffering of the in- 
dians for want of food, I thoughtthe depart- 
ment would not consider it presumptous 
upon my part to volunteer a brief 
statement of the facts as I have found thom 
to exist in regard to their subsistence. In the 
first place, the Department is fully aware of 
the nature of my work, which takes me into 
each house and babitation oocupied by the 
Indians, thus giving me a splendid oppor- 
temity to make observations; an I 
assure youl have not been slow to do 80, es- 
pecially as to how the Indians live and what 
they live upon; and I say now that have to 
see the first family upon Pine Ridge Reserva- 
tion that showed the least sign of suffering 
from want of food. In order to ascertain what 
they subsiat upon and what they rely upon 
for eubsistence 1 ask- the question:| ‘What 
means of sapport have you besides your 
rations?’ If the answer should be ‘None,’ 
Ithen ask: ‘Arethe rations you draw from 
the Government sufficient for your subsis- 
tence?’ I have never bad a family to complain 
and say ‘No.’ And not in the first single 
instance bas an indian, who is reliable and 
intelligent, complained to me of suffering 
among their peopie. It has deen onlya few 
weeks since one mixed biood women, having 
six in her family,told me that they had ail the 
provisions that they could use and that if 
the people generally would take care 
of the rations in a careful Manner as she did, 
they would really have more than they could 
use. * 
Now, as to their habit of cooking and eat- 
ing. Whea wy | get up ia the morning a pot 
is put over the fire and filled with meat. As 
secon as it is cooked enough to eat, all who are 

resent begin eating and never stop until so 

ull they can eat no longer. When the meat 

is cleaned out of the pot it is refilled, and as 
often as they feel like it they eat. 
Every neighbor or friend who calls in 
bas a large dish of meat set before 
him or her, which is invariably eaten. 
The coffee pot ay gets cold. With their 
meat they invariably have bread of some 
kind. Those who are the must giuttonous in 
their nutures eat up their rations often a day 
or two before issue day, but they never go 
hungry. They know who the more provident 
are, and live off of them until rations 
day. Now, when I kaow these facts so well, 
lassert that in my judgmeat hunger bas 
nothing tode with the present trouble on 
Pine Ridge reservation. It loeks to me, view- 
ing the question in an impartial light, that 
the whole trouble has been brought en by the 
old bucks, who begin to become resticss 
partly from idleness, partly from a desire to 
regain their infinence over the people, and 
partiy from undue influence of designing 
whites, dut largely from inexplicable causes. 
(Parenthetically might add pure cuseed- 
ness), The main leaders in the present 
trouble are men who have been recog- 
zed as dig chiefs in days gone by. Dut not so 
r ized now. Tet they think they see in 
this movement an opportunity to regain their 
lost tities. The Indians, half- breeds and 
squaw men upon this reservation own 
many hundred bead of cattle, which would 
be mercilessly slaughtered if hunger was the 
cause of the trouble. As it is, rarely a cow 
brute is slaughtered without the consent of 
the agent, and the animal killed proved te be 
incapable of reproduction.

They said they were going to dance 
all winter or die, and it they did dle it would 
be a good medicine, as they would come 
to life in the spring, and

ary In thie part of 
North Dakota, Sitting Bull Is the great dis. 
turber and prophet. The situation is most 
critical. If it was spring there would be war 
andas the Indlans are so well armed an 
mounted, many a dome would lay low and 
many thousands of innocent lives would be 
lost. Troops arearriving daily and getting 
into position, thus giving anprotected settiers 
more confidence. If Gen. Miles can’t handle 
this question no other man need . The 
Indians are awaiting the coming Messiah.

reported to be dancing. A number of them 
passed through here yesterday on their way 
to Red Rook, Cherokee Strip, to consult, as 
they stated, with their friends, the Missouris, 
Poncas and Osages. Among the party was 
Mesqua-Ken-Noc, an eld Pawnee war chief, 
who many years ago married into the Kicka- 
poo tribe. Through an iaterpreser he stated 
that for many years his people had waited for 
the coming of the Messiah, and that nov he 
has come and before long would make bimseif 
known. Mesqua-Ken-Noc is over 6 feet tall in 
his moccasins. He dresses in a half savaze 
way and absolutely refuses to notice a white 
man. He bears several very bad scars upon 
his person and his nephew, 34 
Pa-Mah, whois very modern in his ways, says 
his uncle was one of the chiet’s selected 
braves et one time, when the Pawnee Indians 
— at their dest, afterwards becoming 
chief.

WANTED TO BE EXCUSED. 


CITIZENS CALLFD TO SERVE AS JURORS 
TRY TO ESCAPE THE DUTY: 


Seme Mumoroes aad Ususual Reasons Given 
for Not Serving the State—A Prefessional 
Geatioman Whe Dia Not Like the 
Hours—Judge Valliant Determined That 
None Shall Escape. 


The great difficulty in securing a jury in the 
civil courts was rever more clearly showa 
than by a scene in Judge Valliant’s 
court, room No. 5, this morn- 
ing when the jury venlre was 
called. The Depuilty Sheriff reported having 
personally served thirty-two good men and 
true, out of a list of forty given him last week 
by the Sherif. Thirty of these men were in 
court when their names were first called and 
the othertwo arrived later. Judge Valliant 
told those to step forward who had 
excuses to .offer why they should 
not serve. It is the regular custom of the 
court to give a citizen this last chance to ex- 
cuse himself from a duty he owes the State 
when it may work a privation just at that par- 
ticular time. Heretofore, about ten out of 
thirty would step forward on this in- 
vitation, and as 10 rule they 
would have geod and sufficient reasons 
for not serving. In facta citizen summoned 
as a jurer some time ago, had but to mention 

the factthat the duty would inconvenience 
him and he was let go. But as the list of 
i zens became exhausted and the same men 
mae 226 cailed upen to serve, they had 
strony recollections of how they had been 


boxed up in — corner of a 
court-room, bhardiy large enough to ac- 
cemmodate them, or in the cellar where the

FOR DR. LUOEDEKING TO THOROUGHLY F&X- 
AMINE DR. STIEPEL’S STOMACH. 


The Inquest Which Was te Have Been Held 
To-Day Postpuned Until Te-Merrow— 
The Post-Mortem fhewed That Death 
Was Not Due to the Wound—The Doctors 
Mystifled. 


The Coroner’s inquest over the remains of 
the late Dr. Julius R. Stiepel, which was to 
have been held at 9 o’clock this morning, bas 
been postponed until 11 a. m. to-morrow, 
pending continued investigation of the cause 
ofdeath. The post-mortem examination of 
the body was made yesterday afternoon by 
Dr. Bernays and Deputy Coroner Breman in 
the presence of medical representatives of all 
the insurance companies interested in the 
mysterious case. The examination of the 
different organs was most thorough and 
searching, lasting nearly three bours, and at 
ite close the cause of death, according to 
the statements efthe physicians conducting 
the autopsy, was as great a mystery as ever. 
It was discovered that the second bullet of 
the charge which wounded Dr. Stiepel, Nov. 
21, had mot penetrated the brain, Dr. Bernays 
finding it located in the muscles above the 
right ear. Close examination of the skull 
proved that it had not been penetrated in any 
place, and the bullet flattening against had 
made but a slight indentation. The bullet 
found was asmalioae, of the kind used by 
boys inacatrifie. The brain was not injured 
by the wound. Contrary to Dr. Bernay’s 
expectation, the brain of Dr. Stiepel 
showed no signs of disease, be- 
ing in a =perfectiy healthy condition. 
An examination of the linings and liver also 
resulted in finding no trace of poison or dis- 
ease. The kidneys were found to be ina 
highly inflamed coagdition, suffering from 
severe nephritis, they being the only organs 
not ln a healthy condition. Portions of the 
kidneys were taken by severalof the insur- 
ance physicians present to de subjected toa 
chemical amalysis ia the interests of their 
companies. Dr. Bernays declined to state 
whether nephritis of the kidseys could have 
caused Dr. &tiepel'ssudden death, but added 
significantiy thatthe cause of the nephritis 
would be closely investigated, as it sould 
have been brought about by the administra- 
tion of meroury. 

A CHEMICAL ANALYSIS. 

Portions of the intestines, brain and kid- 
neys were also reserved for a technical analy- 
sis thatie being made to-day by Dr. Chas. 
Luedeking, who made the chemical analy- 
sis of Preller’s body in the famous Maxwell! 
murder case. The insurance physicians 
present at the autopsy were Dr. G. W. 
Broome of the Travelers Life & Accident Co., 
Dr. Fry of the New York Life, Dr. J. A. Dick- 
som of the Traders & Travelere’ Accident Asso- 
ciation and Dr. J. H. McClure of the Common 
wealth Casuaity Co. Judge W. C. Jones, 
representing the Mutual Life Insuramee Co. 
of New York, was also present. Dr. Breanan 
nandled the knife and Dr. Bernays made the 
examination of the organs. The report of 
Dr. Charles Luedeking on the result of his 
technical analysis of the brain, intestines and 
kindeys, is waited for before the holding of 
the inquest, and is expected to show impor: 
tant discoveries. There is also an impression 
that some significant secret work will de done 
to-day which will have its effect in the in- 
quest. The pbysicianus of the insurance com- 
panies are still suspicious that Dr. Stiepel 
died from poison administered by himself or 
some other interested party, and Dr. Bernays 
is also evidently of the same oplulos. 

The resuit of the post-mortem has been to 
leave the physicians conducting the case more 
mystified than ever, aad to place Dr. Luede- 
king in charge ofan analysis of the organs 
of the deceased without any orders 
AA to what he may find or 
when he is expected to discover traces of 
the poisoning or disease that oy dl have led to 
Dr. Stlepel's death. Dr. Luedeking was seen 
by a PoOsT- DISPATCH reporter this morning 
and sald: 

A DIPFICULT TAS8K. 

This analysis will be the most difficult and 

ö the most unsatisfactory that 
have ever been called on to 

for the reason that 1 have not 
singie clew to work on, or any 
preliminary suspicious indication to direct 
mv search. So utterly without pointers ia the 
result ef the post-mortem examination that I 
called on Dr. Bernays last night expressly to 
ask him if he could not provide me at least 
with an idea of what l was expected to find.

Dr. Beruays told mo that beyond 
the inflammation of the kidneys, 
nothing whatever had been developed 


by the post-mortem. That inflammation could 
bave arisen either from disordered condition 
of the kidneys or as the result of alkaloid 
— ＋ Under the circumstances I am 

reed to make a thorough search through ail 
eneral and 


the organs for everything in 
at least a 


nothing in particular. It will 
week before I can make report 
of the result of my analysis. 
Ihave some of the urine here which I will ex- 
amine for the kidaey trouble and pepe on 
to-morrow.’’ 

Dr. ernays was then seen aad confirmed 
Dr. Luedeking’s statement asto the absence 
ofaliciews. ‘‘The only thing developed by 
the post mortem, said Dr. Bernays, ‘‘ wus 
that the wounds inflicted 21 
were not the cause of Dr. 
Stiepel’s death. Neither, in my opinion, was 
the inflammation of the kidneys. If that in- 
fammation was caused by mercury or by 
arsenical poisoning, Dr. Luedeking’s 
analysis should bring the presence of poison 
to lignt, but his analysis will be an extremely 
dificult one on account of the leck 
of all indications of poison following 
the post-mortem. I was greatly surprised by 
the perfectly healthy condition in which we 
found Dr. Stiepel’s brain. 

Dr. Krebs, who was present, stated that if 
the ne pbritis of tbe kidneyr bad been endsed 
by poison, other physical indications would 


bave siso shown themselves at the 
autopsy — | that theory. No 
such indications ad been tis covered. 


Dr. Krebs also stated that some trouble of the 
kidneys bad been dischvered when Dr. Stiepel 
was being examined for insurance, so that the 
kidney inflammation may bave existed prior 
to Dr. Stiepel’s mysterious shooting.

PENSIONS. 


The estimaie of $155,263,085, made by the 
Interior Department for the vear 1892, is based 
upon the fact that over 250,000 of the claim- 
ante for pensions uader old laws have availed 
themselves ofathe right to present their 
claims under the act of June 27, 1890. Claims 
presented under the rew law willdrawa less 
monthly rate and carry arrearages 
for only . short time, and 
for small amounts, while under the 
eid laws many ofthem carry very large ar- 
rearages, and many of whick will have been 
paid during the fiscal year 1891. The transfer 
of claims from the old tothe new law will 
therefore very lsrgely reduce the average an- 
nual value of pensions, and a reduction in the 
amount of arreages alone is estimated at Sl, - 
000,000 for the year 1892. For these reasons it 
ie estimated thet the amount above named for 
1892, wili be sufficient to meet the aggregate 
requirements for that year. 

SINKING FUND. 

Under the act of Feb. 25, 1862 (revised 
statutes, secs. 8,658, 3,689), establishing a 
sinking fund forthe gradual extinguishment 
of the public debt, there have been purchased 
during the months of July, August, Septem- 
ber and October of

SURPLUS REVENUE. 

The surplus revenue was largely increased 
last summer by the pending changes in tariff 
legisiation.

$54,000,000 from the bank-note redemption 
fund to the avaliable cash. This sudden and 
ubnormal increase was the cause of much 
concern and some embarrassment in the de- 
partment.

Judge Edwards Defers Making a Decision 
Until Saturday Next. 


The Bridgewater Manual Training School 
Sase again came up in the County Court- 
house at Clayton yesterday.

At the 
conclusion of the arguments Judge Edwards 
again took the matter under advisement, 
Stating that he would render his decision 
net Saturday, Dec. 6. The Bridgewater 
lawyers now threaten, if the ordinance 
recently passed by the Kirkwood Town Hoard 
and intended to prevent the establishment of 
the school on the seminary site is pushed, to 
move to have the town charter of Kirkwood 
revoked by the incoming Legislature on the 
rounds that such an ordinance tis unconsti- 
utional and oppressive and in violation of 
the town charter itself.

TURF LAST SEASON. 


Gunsberg Arrives to Play Stemitz fer the 
Chess Champlienship—Schacfler Defeats 
Slosson at Billiardsa—Career of the Late 
®talliem Nerfolk—Death of a Veteran 
Driver—General Sporting News. 


HE late August Bel- 
mont bas been this 
year the most succeas- 
ful turfman in the 
country, and easily 
„heads the list of 
winning owners, says 
the Chicago 7imes. 
lie was the American 
representative or the 
Messers. Rothschilds. 
Of recent years he had raised all his stock on 
a farm near Lexington, hy. A few years since 
be purchased in England the etallion St. 
Blaise, a winner ofthe Derby, and with bim 
has been very successful. With one of St. 
Blaise’s sons be ran second for the rich 
Futurity stakes in 1880, and suffered keen dis- 


appointment in not winning. This year 
be was much more fortunate, for 
he not only won the race with 
Potomac, another son of St. Blaise, 


but also ran second with the colt Masher, the 
dual victory netting him a trifie over $75,000. 
Potomac also won the Redbank and Flatbush 
stakeg and finisbed third for the Junior Cham- 
pion stakes, winning in all nearly $80,000. 
Other successful horses owned this year by 
Mr. Belmont have been La Tosca, winner of 


nearly 320,000; Prince Royal, a winner of 
$10,000; Raceland, Fides, Clarendon, St. 
Cuarles, Her Highness and Padisha, all ex- 


cept Raceland, for which he paid $17,000 three 
years ago, being bred dy him. He had started 
about two dozen horses during the season, 
and these bave earned for him In the neigh- 
borhood of $170,000. 

John A. Morris, the head and front ofthe 
New York Jockey Club, whose millions buiit 
the magnificent racing property at Morris 
Park, Westchester County,¢is the second 
largest winning owner of the year. Thestabie 
has been an extensive one, some thirty head 
having borne the ‘‘allscariet’’ colors of the 
owner. The?2-year-oid Russell has been his 
largest winner, capturing upward of $55,000. 
Reckon, another 2-year-old, has earned $24,000 
and Ambulance and Chatham $16,000 each. 
These, with the other borses, have placed te 
the credit of the Mesers. Morris—the elder 
Morris’ sou, A. H., being interested with his 
father—some $160,000. Ata recont horse sale 
in New York Mr. Morris paid $30,000 for the 
imported stallion Galore. 

Senator George Hearst follows his fellow- 
millionaires, Belmont and Morris, as the 
third largest winning owner ofthe year. He 


paid the largest sum —$40,000— ever 
realized from a thoroughbred yoariing 
in this or any other country, and 
with his colt Tournament has won more 
money this season than was ever won 
by any one horse in America in a single 
year—$89,575. His $40,000 purchase, hing 
Thomas, has, unfortunately, not proved a 
paying investment, for aithough now nearly 
4 years of uve be has never won a race. Tv 
Tournament’s phenomenal success is Mr. 
Hearst indebied almost entirely for hie prom- 
ment position, for although he jstarted many 
other animais—upward of twenty-five— 
Rhono, Gloamlag, Almont, Del Mar and Miss 
Beile were aboutthe only ones to pay their 
way. The total winnings of the stable aggre- 
gate about $115,000. 
Green B. Morris this year has had the good 
3-year-olds, Judge Morrow and Lisimony, 
winners of $20,000 and $8,000 respectively, the 
useful 4-year-oid Erie, the fast sprinter Tip- 
stuff, and the firet-clase 2-year-old Strath- 
meath, the latter a $40,000 winner. Mr.Morris’ 
total earnings to the close of the legitimate 
racing season, Oct. 15, amounted to $85,000, an 
amount which will be considerably augmented 
before the let of January next, as his horses 
will continue to race on the New Jersey tracks 
for the rewainder of the year. 

Byron McCleliand bas won $65,000 with Sailie 
McClellaad, the sole support ot bis stable. 

The great Salvator earned $380,000 for James 
B. Haggin, Firenzi $14,000 and minor winnings 
added to this brings the total up to 80, 000. 


Norfolk's Career. 


Norfolk, the head of the stud of Mr. Theo- 
dore Winter's Ranche del Rio in California, 
died Tuesday night. The celebrated old stal- 
lion lackedenly a month of being 30 years 


ot age. He gave tothe American turf some of 
ite greatest performers though by some sin- 
gular misfortune which seeins to have pur- 
sued the Norfolk family, they were all cut 


down early in their brilliant cureers. 
Tho first horse to give Norfolk a 
national reputation as 1 great sire 


was the Emperor of Norfolk, who was pur- 
chased by Lucky Baldwin and brought Exst. 
He proved himself the greatest 3-year-old of 
his dav and captured the Chicago Derby and 
various rich stakes on the Eastern tracks. 
His only defeats were sustained from Race- 
land, but he more than rétrieved bimeseif for 
this by the victories he achieved over that 
celebrated geiding, and no ona doubted the 
superiority of the Californta colt. He wus 
taken sick, however, with pneumonia, and 
was never seen on the turf after his races aga 
8-year-oid. The following year the Czar, 
another son of Nortolk, ran some phenomenal 
ruces in California and showed himself to be 
a most wonderful colt. After winning the 
California derby in remarkable time, he was 
sent Kast totake part in the St. Louis and 
other meetings. He died at Omaha. however, 
on his way here, but his 22-year-old brotber, 
Ei Rio Rey, came here and won two races in 
the most hollow manner, and afterward went 
Kast and defeated ali the cracks of the year 
without ever being extended. His’ greatest 
performance was at Westchester, where 
with 126 pounds up he ran tree 
quarters of a mile in 1:11. This record has 
never been equalied except by Tipstaff, who 
ae aS-year-ola made the same time on the 
Same track, but with my | 107 pounds up. 
When it is considered that Ki Kio Rey made 
his record as a 22-year-old carrying the enor- 
mous welght fora colt at that age of 126 pounds 
his performance is one of the most wonderful 
in turfannals.

An Old Driver Gone.

83 years old, but almost to the last be retained 
a good deal of his early vigor. Cancer inthe 
eye was supposed to have caused his death. 
McMann drove Flora Temple who in her day 
was the queen of the trotting turf. On the 
old Union course, under bis guidance, she de- 
feated Ethan Allen, Lancet, Princess, Jacony 
and George M. Patchen. McMann was her 
driver when she made her 2:19% record, 
which at that time was unequaled. He aiso 
drove the young mare Pocahontas when she 
made her record of 2:17 on the Union course, 
and was also behind Lady Thorn when, in 
1865, she beat Lucy, American Girl and Gold- 
emith Maid, and established the 2:18% record. 
To the day of bis death McMann kept a breed- 
ing stable in Third street, Long Island City.

Street Sprinkling. 

To-night a large and tedious bundle ef 
manuscript will be introduced in the House 
of Delegates from the Street Department. The 
reading of it will be far from entertaining,

but it must de done. It is the ordinance pro- 
viding for the sprinkling of the streets 
during the next year;a short preamble lays 
dowm the terms, specifications and so on, 
then follows page after page of street names 
and avenue names in monetonous succession. 
The ordinance provides forthe same system 
of sprinkling as was in use uring 
the past year with 4 few 
closer restrictions on the sprinklers. 
About forty-six miles of streets have 2 
added, which brings the total length of 
— to be sprinkled each day up to 1 
miles. 

In the istrict north of Forest Parx and 
west of King’s highway eight wiles have 
been added, and in the district west of 
Grand avenueand south of Natural Bridge 
road eleven miles have been put on. 

The rest of the new territory is added in 
fragments to the various outlying districts. 

The ordinance goesto the House of Dele- 
gates first and from there tothe Council. 
When the ordinance is passed the work will 
have just begun. The army of special tax 
clerks will be again organized, and the work 
of making out the thousands ef speocig! tax 
billa commenced.
